BROKERS CUT RATES AGAIN 


They Say the Bank of England Has Not 
Treated Them Fairly — Prospects 
Are That Money Will

LONDON, March 3.—Those 
who calculated that the reduction in the 
bank rate would bring cheap money have 
been bitterly disappointed this week. 
Money has been harder to come by than 
when the rate was 4% per cent., and on 
many securities it was quite as dear as 
when the 5 per cent. rate ruled. 

On the last day of the month 
scramble rose to the agony point, 
the Bank of England in a little 
than a week came to the aid of the mar- 
ket with some £7,000,000.
